and tho Ohineas camo to bo Lotter known 
by the people,of. the West, and it, is pot 
Uncommon ty Kea paravraplia in our’ hbme 
papers praising the Chinese custom, ant 
recummending its adoption in other lands, 
The real causes of the custom of paying off 
debts at the end of the year aro not go 
ebvious at Grat that they will not bear ex. 
planation, and it is to this subject that we 
now invite ‘altenlion, There dro ‘three 
general causes for the oxistence’ of ‘this 
usages, all of which are important, end 
which combinod form w three-ply cord, ‘not 
easily bruken, ° 

L holy owes somebody.” Idlo dis- 
putes occasiqually take place as to whether 
tt is 4 truthful” proposition, (hat Chino is 
a rich cuuniry, “Jn one serise she ir, in 
anather and equally importaut senae, she 
is not rich, but pyor. There is a vast 
amotut of property, but it is not welld 
tributed, and strange to say, uoliody has 
‘Tho conditions of life in China 
aro so totally different from those to. which 
wo-are. accustomed—in-ovs—osrn_lands;that- 
it is hard fully to ‘understand them: .
